Need Quick Eye; Study 
To Spot Officers Hanks 


When you're a BEL a in the army 
it’s important to learn how to dis- 
tinguish ay officer as he marches to- 
wards you. 

And the greater distance there is 
between you (the recruit) and the 
officer when you recognize his rank, 
the better. Because you may need 
time, especially if you are a sentry, 
to do things. 

The mistake of thinking a W.O.I, 
is ay officer is fairly common, but 
that isn’t so serious as mistaking 
a young-looking brigadier for a cap- 
tain, or a colonel, especially it you're 
@ sentry. 

For a brigadier, being a general 
officer, is paid the compliment of 
having the guard “turned out” when 
he passes, while the colonel, only one 
step lower in rank, merely gets the 
usual salute given by an armed sol- 
dier, unless he’s a C.O, making his 
first appearance of the day, or some- 


body heading an armed party, 

But that is only half of the strug- 
gle to tell who’s who in the ser- 
vice, because after the army ranks 
and distinguishing badges are learned 
4 man has to start all over again and 
really cram on the subject of officers 
of the navy and air force, and what 
relation they bear to officers of the 
army. 

It’s not so hard with the navy, but 
the air force—my! my!

During the winter months occas- 
ions frequently arise when tonnage of 
hay in @ stack is needed, ‘Several 
rules have been used to calculate the 
weight of hay in a stack, but no rule 
is absolutely correct because the 
shape of the stack and the degree to 
which it is packed vary greatly. In 
computing tonnage of , hay stack, one 
requires to know the cubical contents 
of the stack, and the number of cu- 
bic feet occupied by a ton of that par 
ticular hay, 

A rule commonly used in Alberta 
to measure wild hay is as follows: 
Multiply the length by the width by 
one-third of the over-throw, and di- 
vide by 512. In the United States 
where considerable study has been 
made with respect to the accuracy 
of various rules for measuring hay, 
it wag found that many of the rules 
were very inaccurate, 

A new rule known as the decimal 
rule was designed, The decimal rule 
is ag follows: (The cubical contents 
of the stack is found by multiplying 
the over-throw by .56, subtracting the 
width mutliplied by .55, multiplying 
the result by the width and multiply- 
ing that result by the length, Expres- 
sed as a formula it fs as follows: 

Cubical contents equals: 

[(.56 x O) - (65 x W) x W) xL. 

O, W and L are the over-throw, 
width and length respectively. Hav. 
ing the cubical contents, one must 
divide by the number of cubic feet 
in a ton. However, this figure var- 
jes with the kind of hay and the Jength 
of time it has been stacked, In dry 
weather hay settles very rapidly dur- 
ing the first month and undergoes 
another rapid settling rain 
comes. 

While wide variations in the num- 
ber of cubic feet to .the ton have 
been found; the average for alfalfa 
has was calculated to be about 460, 
whereas for wild hay it was found 
to be 666 cubic feet, 

It must be remembered that no 
rule is absolutely accurate in all cas- 
es, but if one ascertains the cubical 
contents according to the decimal rule 
mentioned above, and divides by 666 
cubic feet for wild hay and 450 feet 
for alfalfa, ,. close approximation of 
the actual tonnage will be obtained.

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WINTER CARE OF MACHINERY 


Before winter fimally sets in, it 1s 
a good plan to put machinery away 
for winter, Whenever possible, ma- 
chinery should be placed under a roof 
but failing this it can be stored in 
any sheltered place, preferably on 
high land, It is wise to grease 
bearings and other fine surfaces, If 
pain, has been scratched off, a coat- 
ing can be applied over the scratches 
to prevent rusting. A final check up 
should be made on the tractor to see 
that all water has been drained from 
the radiator, block and pumps, and 
it ig a good plan to wash off the en- 
gine with kerosene,
